I got one from W&W associates. It works fine. It should NOT be used for 
batteries that do not have an internal thermal limit switch. That said, I note 
that I use it for all my HT batteries. 


When I ordered my charger I asked for old and new style ICOM cups. I 
received the charger in a box marked that it had the new style battery 
cup and the extra old style cup. When I opened the box, it had an old 
style cup in it. I called W&W and they sent me the right cup and told 
me to keep the extra one. 


I also had a battery of theirs go bad. When fully charged it would stop 
working if you pressed a "magic" spot. As it discharged, it would stop if you 
put any pressure on it. I sent in back and they sent me a new one. 


>Who knows, maybe I'll just give up and pay the $100. 
It was about $80 if I remember correctly. 


The only complaint I have is that it uses an external transformer. So I must 
unplug it after each use and plug it in again when I need it. I would prefer 
an internal charger and a real on/off switch.

My two cents for what it's worth. If I want to join a QSO, I drop my call 
during a break in the conversation -- even if it's just to correct 
misinformation or to provide assistance. I also drop my call for other 
non-emergency situations -- I need to use the autopatch, make a quick call, 
or whatever. I reserve break, break break, and break-break-break for 

real emergencies depending on the severity. 


However, and I think this is the important part. When I'm in a QSO and 
someone wants in (droping a callsign, break or however), that person is 
allowed to go ahead immediately. Part of the reason I do this is simple 
curteousy. The other part is that we don't know what type of traffic that 
person may have -- although you can generally tell by the tone of the voice. 
A nice side effect is that the person jumping in knows who to pass it to 
when finished if he or she is joining the QSO. 


There are one or two people in this area (unfortunately) that hear and 
recognize a breaking station, go into a three-minute diatribe on the 
benefits of windfall in the Amazon swamps, then turn it over to the breaker. 
Arrggh! 


I try to follow the guideline that we're all curteous and friendly toward 
one another -- at least as best as possible.

Gary, my point is that "matched line loss" is almost always an assumption, 
not a measurement. I use 9913 coax on my uhf antenna and got S9 reports 
from 40 miles away when I installed it and it had a 1.8/1 SWR. A few 
weeks later my reports dropped to S7. My SWR was still 1.8/1. My coax 

was still 9913 but now it contained a little water. Mother Nature quite 
often makes a mockery of our assumptions. 


If someone switched my 50 ohm antenna with a 50 ohm dummy load, I would 
not be able to tell it by an SWR reading. I maintain that the only way 


to know how much RF energy is being radiated is to measure the RF energy.

I operate HF mobile, and the rig I have has VOX. However, the ambient 


noise level makes VOX not as good an operating aid as one might 
suspect. 


I also use a one ear-covered headset, with a mike on a small boom off 
the left earpiece. I have a separate push-to-talk switch, momentary 
on, that I hold in my hands to key the rig. 


I know you said you can not use your fingers, but it seems as if you 
can use your hands/arms, and that means you could manage, perhaps, a 
switch spring loaded and controlled by your arm, pressing against your 
body...this does not require fingers, and yet coupled with a headset 
would work very well... 


If you would prefer, we can take this off-line for the gory deatils, 
but I suspect airing this in the forum will get some very good minds 
working to solve a problem with you...
